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DETAILED ACTION 

Election/Restrictions 

Restriction to one of the following inventions is required under 35 U.S.C. 121: 

I. Claims 1-94 )y jdrawn to the compound of formula I where U is as claimed, V 
is O/S, and A1 and A2 don't form a ring, and A1 and A3 don't form a ring, 
classified in class 560 , subclass 53. 

II. Claims 1-94,^drawn to the compound of formula I where U is as claimed, V 
is -CH2, -CH=CH-, or alkynyl, and A1 and A2 bond together to form a 
carbocyclic ring as claimed, and pharmaceutical composition, classified in 
class 546, subclass 232. 

III. Claims 1-94,^drawn to the compound of formula I where A1 and A2 bond 
together to form a piperidine or pyridine ring, where U is as claimed, V is 
O/S, and pharmaceutical composition classified in class 546, subclass 
232. 

IV. Claims 1-94^drawn to the compound of formula I where A1 and A3 bond 
together to form a piperidine or pyridine ring, where U is as claimed, V is 
O/S, and pharmaceutical composition, and pharmaceutical composition 
classified in class 546, subclass 232. 

The inventions are distinct, each from the other because of the following reasons: 

In the instant case the different inventions have achieved a separate status in the 
art, have separate fields that aren't coextensive, and are capable of supporting 
separate patents. Further, a prior art reference that would anticipate the claims under 
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35 USC 102(b) would not render obvious the same claim(s) under 35 U. S. C. 103 (a) 
with respect to another member. Searching the entire genus would be a burden on the 
USPTO in terms of time and expense. 

Because these inventions are distinct for the reasons given above and have 
acquired a separate status in the art because of their recognized divergent subject 
matter, restriction for examination purposes as indicated is proper. 

Claims 1-94 are generic to a plurality of disclosed patentably distinct species 
comprising A1-A5, n, m, W, and U. Applicant is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 to elect a 
single disclosed species, even though this requirement is traversed. 

Should applicant traverse on the ground that the species are not patentably 
distinct, applicant should submit evidence or identify such evidence now of record 
showing the species to be obvious variants or clearly admit on the record that this is the 
case. In either instance, if the examiner finds one of the inventions unpatentable over 
the prior art, the evidence or admission may be used in a rejection under 35 
U.S.C. 103(a) of the other invention.
